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Bramber Castle was originally a stronghold of the 
Braose family, from whence they exerted a powerful 
influence over the surrounding country (15th century). 
Now greatly in ru : ns, the remaining fragment, a large 
square tower of Norman origin, is visible for some distance 
around, being embedded in trees and presenting a most 
picturesque appearance. 
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
